3. Any officer below the a of major, required to be mounted, shall receive $150 per annum additional if he provides one suitable mount at his own expense, and $200 if he 
provides two mounts. (Act May 11, 1808.) 

4, Regimental and battalion or squadron staff officers receive the pay of their respective grades on and after May 11, 1908. 

5. Lieutenants of the Medical Corps are entitled to pay of captain after three years’ service. (Act Apr. 23, 1908.) 

6. An acting judge advocate, detailed by the Secretary of War, is entitled to the pay ofcaptain. (Acts July 5, 1884; Feb. 2, — 

7. Ten per cent increase on pay of all officers serving outside of the United States, except in Canal Zone, Panama, Porto Rico, or Hawaii. (Act Aug. 24, 1912.) 

8. Whileon duty that requires him to participate regularly and frequently in aerial flights, each aviation student receives 25 per cent; each duly qualified junior military aviator, 
50 per cent; and each duly qualified military aviator, 75 per cent, in the pay of his grade and length of service under his line commission. (Act July 18, 1914.) 

9. Chaplains appointed prior to April 21, 1904, are entitled to pay of captain; appointed subsequent to April 21, 1904, entitled to pay of first lieutenant for first seven years of 
service thereafter to pay of captain; retired from active service prior to April 21, 1904, entitled to the retired pay of captain; appointed prior to April 21, 1904, and retired from active 
service subsequent to that date, but prior to completion of seven years’ service, entitled to the retired pay ofcaptain. (Acts Feb. 2, 1901; Apr. 21, 1904; 10 Comp., 765; May 7, 1904.) 

10. Retired officers below the grade of lieutenant colonel detailed for active duty are entitled to the full pay and allowances of their grade. Retired colonels and lieutenant 
colonels detailed for active duty other than at colleges are entitled to the same pay and allowances a retired major would receive under a like assignment; detailed at colleges under 
the act of November 3, 1893, they are entitled to the same pay a retired major would receive under a like assignment and to the allowances of their grade. (Acts Apr. 23, 1904; Mar. 


2, 1905; June i2, 1906; Mar. 3, 1909.)

Remarks, Table 1. 

Pay, longevity.—“ There shall be allowed and paid to each commissioned officer below the rank of rear admiral ten per centum of his current yearly pay for each term of five years’ 
service in the Army, Navy, and Marine Corps. The total amount of such increase for length of service shall in no case exceed forty per centum on the yearly pay of the grade 
as provided by law: Provided, That the annual pay of captain shall not exceed five thousand dollars per annum; of commander four thousand five hundred dollars per annum; and of 
lieutenant commander four thousand dollars per annum.” (Act May 13, 1908.) 

Pay, sea duty, and shore duty beyond seas.—“ All officers on sea duty and all officers on shore duty beyond the continental limits of the United States shall while so serving receive 
ten per centum additional of their salaries and increase as above provided, and such increase shall commence from the date of reporting for duty on board ship or the date o sailing 
from the United States for shore duty beyond the seas or to join a ship in foreign waters.” (Act May 13, 1908.) 

Pay, chiefs of bureaus and assistants to bureaus.—Section 1565, Revised Statutes, fixes pay as follows: The pay of chiefs of bureaus in the Navy Department shall be the highest 
pay of the grade to which they belong, but not below that of commodore (rear admiral of the junior nine). (Act Mar. 3, 1871; act May 13, 1908.) 


Assistants to chiefs of bureaus are entitled to the highest pay of their grade.

Medical Reserve Corps and Dental Corps.—“That a Medical Reserve Corps, to be a constituent part of the Medical Department of the Navy, is hereby established under the 
same provisions in all respects Spor as may be necessary to adapt the said provisions to the Nav ; as those providing a Medical Reserve Corps for the Army, and as set forth in 
the act to increase the efficiency of the Medical Department of the United States — ¢ approved April ae nineteen hundred and eight. 

“That the pg reer of not more than thirty assistant dental surgeons be, and the same is hereby, authorized, said assistant dental surgeons to be a part of the Medical 
Department of the United States Navy, to serve professionally the perce my of the naval service, and to perform such other duties as may be prescribed by competent authority. 

‘That all officers of the dental corps authorized by this act shall receive the same pay and allowances as officers of corresponding rank and length of service in the Medical 
Corps of the Navy.” (Act of Aug. 22, 1912.) 

Retirement after Thirty Years’ Service —‘‘ When an officer of the Navy has been thirty years in the service he may, upon his own application, in the discretion of the President, 
be retired from active service and placed upon the retired list with three-fourths of the highest pay of his grade.” (Act May 13, 1908. 

Civil War Service—“Any officer of the Navy with a creditable record who served during the Civil War, shall when retired, be retired with the rank and three-fourths of the 


sea pay of the next higher grade.” (Act Mar. 3, 1899, sec. 11.)

LEGISLATION PROVIDING FOR OFFICIAL REGISTER.

Resolved by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States of America in 
Congress assembled, That once in two ysars a register, containing correct lists of all the 
officers and agents, civil, military, and naval, in the service of the United States, made 
up to the last day of September in each year in which a new Congress is to assemble, 
be compiled and printed under the direction of the Secretary for the Department of 
State. And to enable him to form such register he, for his own department and the 
heads of the other departments, ay yy shall, in due time, cause such lists as 
aforesaid of all officers and agents their en ive departments, including clerks, 
cadets, and midshipmen, to be made and lodged in the office of the Department of State.
